For independent claim 9 the prior art of record does not disclose or clearly suggest an 
actuation indicator comprising the slipping clutch arrangement comprises a slipping clutch 
spring engaged at one end to a pinion and at a second end to the ratchet pawl in combination 
with the remaining limitations of the claim.
